Allowable Subject Matter 

1 . Claims 1-12 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner’s statement of reasons for allowance: 

The prior art of the record does not teaches or suggests a voltage regulator for 
controlling an output voltage including inter alia a output voltage control means 
includes a high voltage pulse detecting means for detecting a high voltage pulse 
that is larger than a predetermined regulated voltage and exceeds a 
predetermined voltage that is smaller than a withstand voltage of a rectifier 
provided in the alternator, when it appears at the output terminal of the alternator; 
a discriminating means for discriminating a first condition where a single high 
voltage pulse is generated when an electrical load connected to the power supply 
line is cut off and a second condition where the high voltage pulse is frequently 
and repeatedly generated when a failure occurs in the power supply line; and an 
output control means for suppressing power generation of the alternator when 
the second condition is discriminated by the discriminating means.
